1. Spinal lesions. There are various forms of bacRache caused by 
lesions of the spine. These lesions have been caused in some caseg 
by accidents, faulty postures assumed in certain occupations, or re-~ 
laxation of the muscles attached to the spine. Spinal lesions are sub- 
laxed or partially dislocated vertebrae which have been pushed out 
of position or have slipped out of place because of muscular weak- 
ness. Backache from spinal lesions May occur at any’ part of the 
spine, and will also affect various organs by an irritation or inhibi- 
tion of the nerves issuing from the sublaxed vertebrae, : 
2. Misplacement of the uterus. In women, misplacement of thig 
organ will produce a persistent dragging-down ache in the lower back 


because of the fact that the uterus is pulling upon ligaments which 
are attached to the spine. ‘ 


3. Lumbago. 


4. Bladder irritation. Inflammation or irritation of the bladder 
is a constant source of distress in the lower back and a chronic irti- 
tation of the bladder may produce more distress in the back than in. 


the bladder itself. . 
5. Kidney stones. These stones may induce a sharp, colicky: pain 
on either side slightly toward the back. ee 
6. Occupational strains. An ache in the upper back is sometimes 
produced by occupational strains, such as those occurring in i 
or in any type of work which encourages a leaning over position 3 
the upper half of the body. If your work is done sitting down and is 
of the type which favors leaning over, try to bend from the hips, 
keeping the upper back straight. ‘ 

7. Muscular weakness. Backache may result simply from general 
weakness of the back muscles which have not been sufficiently exers 
cised. ; 

8. Arthritis of the spine. It is true that the patient may easily 
mistake the pain caused from arthritis of the spine with, sciaties, 
lumbago, sacro-iliac slip, etc. In a large percentage of the cases, 
which are believed to be due to other causes, a careful examination 
will show that the ache is really produced by arthritis. ve 

9. A sacro-iliac slip will produce a characteristie distress through 
the lower back. The lesion may occur on either side and will be located. 
in the sacro-iliae region. : 

Judging from the variety of causes capable of producing back- 
ache, it becomes readily apparent that treatment will vary acco : 
to the cause. You may be sure that when the cause is entirely re- 
moved, the backache will disappear 24 will not return.
